A paper published in tho interest* of 


bi-meta!isui, at Cleveland, and kuown as 
the Silver Dollar, publishes the follow- 
ing purtiuBiit points on silver: "The 
two hundred aud forty millions ol silver 
dollars that have been coined and put 
in circulation since 1878, ate all that 
is now saving the nation from a general 
financial crash. 
We are tided over the 


breakers simply by silver. Does any- 
one doubt it? Let him answer the 
question tli'n: \Vhnt would bo the con- 
dition of business to-day, if the circula- 
tion medium vrore suddenly contracted, 
by the loss or destruction of $240,000,- 
000? The labor strikes we now have, 
are as a Summer zephyr to a cyclou*, to 
the condition of things that would then 
rule. Silver is indeed a blessing, and 
the inconsiderate business men of this 
country, who would strike it down know 
not what they would do; but the con- 
spirators know well what they 
are 


about. 


The greenbacks are a fixed quantity 


at $3iG,000,000. The national bank 
circulation in being contracted at the rate 
of $2,000,000 per month, or $24,000,- 
000 per year, and if it were not for the 
silver dollars that are being coiu»d and 
pst into the circulating medium, there 
would soon be great stringency in the 
money market and in a year a panic. 


We har» about $27 per capita in gold, 


silver, greenbacks, national bank notes 
and gold and silver certificates—while 
France has double this amount, or $54 
per capita. 
We are now short iu our 


circulating medium hundreds of millions 
of dollars of the amount of money re- 
quired to carry on the business of this 
country properly. Our population is 
increasing at tha rate of fonr per cent. 
per year, or doubling every twenty-five 
yearn; this increase of population alone 
demands an increase of our money vol- 
ume of at least $70,000,000 a y«ar. But 
our trade and commerce are also grow- 
ing, demanding a still further incraaae 
in the money volume of the country, 
and this denand for more money is not 
only being met, but we have a lot of 
conspirators who are iu league with 
England, endeavoring to assassinate the 
prosperity of this nation by .striking 


down the silver dollar. The indifference 
with which canny business men look 
upon this silver question, reminds one 
of N«ro's fiddling while Borne was 
burning. It is not a fe*r silver kings 
who are fighting for the silver dollar; 
far from it; it is the thoughtful men 
everywhere throughout this 
nation. 


England may jingls .her guineas in the 
face of poor starved nations like Egypt 
and Turkey, which sbo virtually owns, 
but America has her own treasure vaults 
with which to buy and fell tho world."

ABITJLTEBATED FOOWM.

The adulteration of many food pro- 


ducts his reached a stage where some of 
the adulterators themselves are getting 
sick of their share iu it. 
It is u well- 


known fact that there is no city in the 
United State* where the polution of 
food is carried on to such an extent as 
it is in Chicago, and in no locality is it 
carried on more openly. The adultera- 
tion of molasses, which was exposed in 
these columns recently, has brought cut 
in grocery circles a good deal ol discus- 
sion as to the iiapurity of many other 
goods in the s»me line, and, as itated 
above, the adulterators themselves, from 
various causes, in Biany cuses are anx- 
ious to restore the goods to their former 
btancling im the community. 


CocBumers are not to nlaiue for the 


tmsting situation, neither aro retailers. 
The truth of the muttrr is thut one or 
two brgo wholesale grooaivi iu thin city 
ore directly responsible for tho magui- 
tudu which tho preparation of adulter- 
ated Jood in general bad rcjcbet] in the 
West. The other wholesale grocers have 
besn obliged to follow suit atul hnudlo 
the spurious goods or elus go out of buni- 
ntss. 
A prominent uianufacluier ot 


pure goods was talking with a depart- 
ment man in ene of the wholesale gro- 
cery houses recently and oileroil bis 
products at & certain figure. 
The de- 


dartmunt man said: "Wo cannot pay 
that prico for any gooda of that variety, 
for wo cannot stll them in competition 
with, - '& goods." 


"Yes, I understand that," replied tbo 


manufueturur, "but our fioods av« abso- 
lutely pure, while - '?, RS you 
know, are largely adulterated with some 
cheap foreign substance," 


"J don't give n d«ain how badly they 


aro adulterated," was the reply. 
"They 


can lie made of manure, an fur us I am 
coucitrned, if I can buy them at a pries 
that \iill enable' me to Bull to the trade 
and compete with other dealers —at the 
sains time making money. " 


This is significant. 
Half of tho re- 


tailors aud not one in ten of the con- 
biiaieis know which aro the pure arti- 
cles. 
Chicago is the greatest distribu- 


tive point iu the West, and the whole- 
Rule {jroa«rs arn the distributors, nud 
they );uow peilortly well just what 
goods are pure and the competitive 
goods that arc not. There am ninny 
who are anxious to liovo nil adulterated 
coiBiuoditiss soln for fxr.ctly wnul thi'j' 
are, and turoe v .It picbnbly have to bn 
used on tho others to bripjj; them around 
to the p i i p « i iv... ut t.un-1-.t.iing busi- 
iieKS, jiihli tifliit di 1 to i ^nltita tho sUe 
of oleomarginf, bat it will come suoner 
or later, fur the jaelmg iu some quar- 
ters is intense ovr>r tus mutter, itnd 
luarij echo the stntimeuts oppressed by 
a i.ugo wholesaler aud retailer, who 
said in Satnul.ty's Tnbunc. 


"It is only a question of time when. 


legislation will bo absolutely uoccRKiiry 
to inquire into the adulteration of all 
food products. I look for a national law 
compelling a manufacturer ti> (jUite on 
ilii packiigu the coutantw and, 1/1 cube of 
mixture, the component parts." 
As re- 


gards the adulteration ot inolasxe-s, a 
few days ago, there arc. n few doaleis 
v.'ho claim that pure uiolutiscs call be 
obtained, but uil ugree that not j per 
cunt, of all sold in this m m k u t i s pnie, 
it being adulterated with glucose to a 
largo extent to give an otherwise low 
grade of raolassts color and body, in 
this way producing u iiae appearing ar- 
ticle which will bring almost as much as 
the stiaight goods, 


There is another fo-m of cheating, 


•which, while not exactly an adultera- 
tion, comes under the same category 
and is only ono way more in which the 
consumer is swindled. It is currently 
reported — in fact, has already been pub- 
lished in a Jcertain trade paper — that a 
well-known Eastern dealer, working in 
collusion with an equally well-known 
Califurnia pucker, is putting up Eastern 
peaches in cans, with the label of the 
California firm upon thoni. The reason 
for this is apparent. 
The California 


goods are worth about 80 cents more per 
case than Eastern peaches, and as the 
Calif ornit peach crop is a short one this 
season the genuine goods will be scarce, 
und peaches put up by these two con- 
cerns can readily bo sold and consumed 
without anyone being tho wiser for it. 
Those enterprising firms have resurroct- 
ed an old game, which has been suc- 
cessfully worked before, and as there 
seems to be 110 way of putting a stop to 
it they will probably coin money out of 
it this year. There are many who be- 
lieve there is no harm in it. They say 
that Eastern peaches are just as good as 
the California ones, and if consumers 
use the latter because they are pre- 
judiced in their favor without any just 
cause, they should be taught to know 
better. 
This argument is absurd. 
Let 


all goods be [labeled just for what they 
aie, and let the eleventh commandment 
of every honest man be: 
" Thou shalt not manufacture, sell or 


consume adulterated food."
